ators should consult him before opening a 
new issue in international affairs. 
Mr. 


Borah commenced a campaign for the re- 
turn of sequestrated property of German 
citizens taken over during the war. In 
due time the Germans will receive the 
property due them, but the proposal to 
mate restoration should logically come 
from 
the 
president, 
and at such time 


as he deems proper. 


Finally, we have Senator Borah lead- 


ing the fight against the confirmation of 
Charles B. AYarren for attorney-general. 
This he has done v%ith such obstinacy and 
such bitterness as to almost make it a per- 
sonal fight between him and the presi- 
dent.

ANOTHER WITNESS FOR THE DEFENSE. 
Remember how wo Issued a challenge Friday. 


Januaiy 16, to all who wished to set us right about 
tho nature and causation of the cri—common i ex- 
piratory infections improperly called "colds"? Well. 
E. R. A., editor of a telephone paper and connected 
with the publicity department of a great telephone 
corporation, now takes the stand for the defense: 


"You Invited it—so here goes. 
"Of course it is we^l settled that so called 


'colds,' or acute respiratory diseases, are caused 
by germs. 


"In cities especially, where people are croivdad 


together, they aio frequently exposed to such 
germs, and a city dweller has probably m his 
mouth ant1 nasal passages a supply of germs 
almost constantly. If his bodily resistance is 
strong- enough, he doesn't "catch cold," or the 
germs do not succeed in infecting- him. 


"But, do you deny that exposure to severe 


cold weather, without exercise or 
sufficient 


clothing- to keep the body warm, or keeping: on 
wet clothes until tho body is chilled, may lower 
the resistance so that the germs already present 
do get a foothold and a coryza or other respha- 
torv infection results? (Answer—I do.) 


"In such case, if you admit this is -true, the 


exposure is a contributing- cause of the disease. 
I ask T. ou now. ain t it? (Answer—It ain't.) 


' I am not a medical man, and my suggestion 


tl.ac bodily lesistance may be lowered by ex- 
posuie may not be scientifically accurate.

fceems 10 me, however, that it is demonstiated 
by experience. 


"I read your column nearly every d'av. and 


think you are doing much good in exploding 
popular fallacies and old fogy notions. Usually 
I agree v»ith you, but sometimes I can't follow 
you. For instance I piefer still to ding to the 
old fashioned habits of using- a tooth brush and! 
taking baths. 


"More power to your pen In your debunking 


articles." 
If E. R. A were a medical man he could scarcely 


make a. more plausible argument, and the premises 
on which he bases his argument are all as imagin- 
ary as is the delusion itself. One might with equal 
reason sav that the city dweller has probably in his 
alimentary canal a supply of germs almost con- 
stantly, and is theiefore likely to develop tvphoid 
fever if lie barks his shins or otherwise sxiffers a 
IOT\ ering of his resistance. 


That exposure to severe cold weather without 


exercise or sufficient clothing to keep the body 
warm, or keeping on wet clothes until the body is 
chilled, may lo^. er the resistance so that germs al- 
ready present or accidentally acquired may get a 
foothold is precisely what I deny, so far as any of 


j the diseases popularly attributed to 
"exposure" 


I are concerned. It has never been proved that such 
| exposure lowers the resistance although in recent 
! j ears many attempts ha\e been made to prove this 
| assumption by animi.1 experiments. 


Telephone linemen are perhaps as much exposed 


to sever cold, -wet and chilling as any other class of 
people, yet they are rather less susceptible to cri 
icommon respiratory infections) than the general 
tun of people who n.iold such exposure. Polar ex- 
ploreis all tes\fv that in spite of the severe ex- 
posure to which they are subject, they remain re- 
markably free from the respiratory Infections while 
they are in^the far north.

First, curb the fraud- 
ulent procuiing of marriage licenses 
by redlining evidence other than the 
affidavit of ono of the applicants as 
to their age Second, secure the en 
aclment of laws that will raise the 
legal minimum marriageable age. 


An investigation of 240 child mar 


nacres which took place in :il states 
has disclosed some astounding facts 
The licenses for more than half of 
those marriages, or 129, were illegal 
ly issued In 79 cases licenses were 
procured anrl marriage 
ce.romonies 


were performed although the bride 
or groom, or both, were below the le 
gal minimum marriageable age. In 61 
cases the bride was less than 14 years 
old. 
and in several instances she was 


only 11 years of age. In 50 cases li- 
censes were issued and the ceremonies 
performed although either the bride 
or groom, or both, were of the age re 
quiring the consent of parents and 
such consent had not been glyen. In 
109 cases, the patents of the children 
consented to the marriages. 


"While all the brides were under 16 


\ p.irs of age, the a\eiage age of the 
biidegiooms -was 27, and in sevetal 
instances the groom uas four or fi\ c 
times as old as his bride Only 17 ot 
the 240 mainages could be termed 
boy and girl marriages, but a common 
characteristic of all of them was the 
haste with which they were arranged 
and performed. 


It is also pointed out that there are 


14 states in which girls of 12 and boys 
of 14 years may be legally married 
Those states are- New York, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Kentucky, Lou 
isiana, Virginia, 
Florida, 
Maryland 


Rhode Island, 
Tennessee, 
Colorado, 


Idaho, Maine and Mississippi. 


The tendency to marry at an ear- 


lier age in a warm climate than in 
a cold one is Indicated throughout 
the world and has long been generally 
iccog-mzed In the "United States it is 
found that marriage at an early age 
is more frequent in small towns anc 
rural districts than in large cities, 
this being due largely to the isolation 
of car-am towns, villages and. rura" 
districts where there are -few means 
of intercommunication and inadequatt 
educational and recreational facilities 


A repoit on the subject sajs that 


the survey made seems to leveal that 
the new environment of Ameiica has 
had marked influence upon the age 
at which immigrants and their chil- 
dren marry. The foreign habit of early 
marriage does not persist after the 
first generation. Only 6 3 per cent of 
the foreign girls of the second genera- 
tion were married, as compared with 
14.3 
per cent of the foreign born 


girls. 


In fact, the custom of youthful mar 


riage has been so changed among- for 
eign gills of the second generation 
that they are actually marrying at a 
Hter age than native gitls The differ 
ence is f-riking—13 3 per cent of native 
Amei lean girls are married between 
35 nnd 20, but only 6.3 per cent of 
the foreign girls of the second gener 
ation are married between those ages 
The contrast can not be explained, it 
is said, by the fact that native girls 
live more g-eneially in rural districts 
where youthful marriages are com 
mon,

science, the fliscoveiy at Sakkara of 
two stone chapels is considered of 
the highest 
impoitance because of 


the delicacy of the designs and

columns 2,500 years 


e'arher than the earliest Greek fluted 
columns. 


Discovery of the chapels was made 


by an inspector of the Egyptian de- 
partment of antiquities while investi- 
gating the pyramidical ruins at Sak- 
kaia. 


So far no original inscriptions have 


been 
discovered, but that the chap- 


els are not Greek leconstructions of 
ancient monuments is proved by the 
fact that on the columns in hieratic 
writings are the name of Egyptian 
vistors in 1500 B. C. 


• These chapels have been assigned 
to periods of the third dynasty and 
are therefore older than the Greek 
pyramid 
of 
Gizeh 
(fourteenth 
dy- 


nasty.) 


Those chapels which are situated 


close to the pyramid of Ghoser 
on 


the road leading to Mariekes- house 
at Sakkara are believed to be tombs 
either of the queens of Ghoser or of 
princes of hig family. 


The tombshafts vvere found to con- 


tain nothing, but the actual histoiy 
of the chapels may 
be determined 


when work on the pyramid luin 
ly- 


ing- immediately behind each 
is 
re- 


sumed next month. From fragments 
lying in front it may be possible com- 
pletely to reconstruct the facade.
